ARMED NEUTRALITY MAY 

CHANGE INTO ACTUAL WAR 

Armed neutrality will be the stat- 
us of the United States the moment 
that the first merchant ship under 
the Ainerioaac isg puts to sea with 
cannon mounted for defense. Presi- 
dent Wilson made this dear in his 
address to Congress February 2(5. 
when he asked specitic aiAhaiity to 
am aMrehaat shipa far defense 
agaiast submarines — the .-Icp he 
ordered Friday upon his own re- 
sponsibility. Writers on interna- 
tional law have held that armed 
neutrality consisted in placing the 
country in a postiion to defend it- 
self aad ita neutrality against 
tlircaiciM'ci attaeka or inroada by 

l^elligereutis. 

This state of preparedness may 
last an indefinite length of time 
through good forlune in axuiding 
cuntuct with belligerent forces 
ainat or aahora or thvongh the de- 
aigaa of belligerents to eontinc its 
deelaratiun of purple to infriuge 
the neutrality of « eeuntiy to mere 
threats .unsupportnd hgr eatiMi 

On the other hand, the statu.-; of 
armed neutrabty may change into 
one of aetnal hoatilitv through a col- 
lision— >uch ai' a ^■uhlllarine attack 
ou an armed merchaotnua.
